Jacob, on the other hand, shows the 
strong spiritual qualities that were in 
him at every turn. That wonderfully 
vivid vision of the ladder, which he t<e- 
held while on his way to Padan-Arant, 
in which he saw earth connected with 
Heaven, angel* ascending and descend¬ 
ing, ami heard tiod at the top *|>eaking 
audibly in his ear, would have l>een ini- 
possihle to his brother. Had Ksau fallen 
a*leep and dreamed, he would have seen 
visions of aha[iely and tii-et-footed deer 
ranging over the plain-*, an-l would have 
beheld himself in hot pursuit, leveling 
them with nkilltyl aim, in quick success- 
-at, to the earth. 

Jacob wo* a prayerful man, wh«>souglit 
the conn*w-l and guidance of <lo*l at all 
times. There is, probably, no one qual¬ 
ity that t/etter tests a man's spirituality 
than pruefulness. Edom ami Israel sf- 
terwar-l* as nation* showed exactly the 
.-hnraeterintie* of the two l/oya. whence 
they sprang. All through the later writ¬ 
ings of the Old Testament scriptures, 
thes<* two names are used respectively 
os synonyms of animalism and spiritual¬ 
ity. »Lei's purpoae being spiritual. He 
of necessity chose Jacob in preference to 
Kaau. 

t3*l Kami's was a shallow nature, while 
Jacob's was deeply rich. Like the see*I 
sown in the stony ground, in the para- 
ble of our Savior, which grew up quick¬ 
ly, but never came to anything worth 
while; so Ksau'* moral nature came to 
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is thus racked with cuntlirting emotions, 
he discern* a form at his side. Recog¬ 
nizing in the form a celestial messenger 
from the skies, he lav's hold upon him as 
Jehovah's representative with eager ami 
tenacious grasp, ami all night through 
insists ami importune* for tlu- blessing 
he rraves. Though he wrestles in weak¬ 
liest*. he will not Im> put off with a refus¬ 
al. He will not take "no" foran answer. 
And *o w hen morning break*, bis im- 
p-irtnnoti- w resiling prevail* ami all he 
asks is given. 

This was the most eventful night in 
Jacob's life. It did more to revolution¬ 
ize his character than all the -_**• years 
l*ost. How often, for all of us, doc* <LmI 
crow-1 into the experience* of a few 
hours, heart-struggles, soul-t outlet*. life- 
lessous, impressions, sgoiiies. aspirati*m» 
from w hich we come forth new Is-ings. 
changed, elevated, enobled, transtigiire*! 
in life ami character: beyond w hat even 
yeara aud years gone by have l*een able 
to effeil for u*. Jacob ia now no longer 
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Tan. A few application* will render lit* 
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whits. Viola Orwaxn ia not a paint or

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heart. IViiwe than all, J<*teph, the fa¬ 
vorite soli of his ol<! age. is sobl into 
Kgvpt. represeuted to him as having 
l*ecn t«»rn in piece* by a wild t**-a«t. One 
after another the Mows fall with stinging 
|M>wer upon the age*l patriarch. His 
heart ache*, his life is dark and anal, ami 
his burden seeina greater than lie eun 
ln-nr. With a wail of anguish. Ite cries 
out—“All these things are against me!" 
But it is only !*ecau*e he doe* not un¬ 
derstand the divine purpose. Rightly 
viewed they are grandly an-l eternally 
/«>- him. They are developing, purify¬ 
ing. elevating ami beautifying bis char¬ 
m-tor, ami pre|*aring him for entranee 
into that “i.’ity which hath foundation*, 
whose builder ami maker ia trial." Ami 
when their work is done—w hen the lost 
Idow- ia given ami (rod has finished His 
curtldv education, what splendid results 
has He achieved! What a grand Old 
Patriarch he is! What a saintly charac¬ 
ter ha* he formed! What a wealth of 
splendid virtues adorn his aged brow • 
Ami as be gathers his children at/out his 
tied to In-stow his lost blessing upon 
each, how ri|a- for Immortality and how 
ready for his glorious and everlasting re¬ 
ward! 

Two lessons are here for all of us: 

I. Ksau ami Jacob arc ty|ies of twoop- 
pooite character* and destiuiea, either of 
which is |MjMsilde to every one. There is 
that in you, my brother, which if unfold¬ 
ed will make you an Kaau; or there ia 
that in you, w hich if unfabled will make 
you a Jacob. The animal ami the spirit¬ 
ual elements are in ua all. Both are 
struggling for the the mastery. One or 
the other must prevail. It ia in harmo¬ 
ny with tiod'a will and your liewt inter¬ 
ests for the spiritual to rule the animal 
nature. This is the way to ascend, (/lo¬ 
ry, honor, immortality and eternal life 
await all w ho pursue this path. Thc«e 
who thua walk are now and ever sltall 
l/e “the larnel of tiod.” But he whosuf- 
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come in the latter. Klsau's character ri¬ 
pened into nothing gu-at or grand; Ja- 
coli’s grew into proportions so magnifi¬ 
cent that lie has Inh-ii one of the grest 
heroes of sll succeeding age*. In the 
royal picture gallery of the 11tli of He- 
brew - *, he looks down u|/on us toelay, 
»>ne of the gran-lest of the worthies of 
the ancient time*. His name has lievii 
used to designate the true nml faithful 
s-rvants of 4><s.l from the day he lived in 
(he world until now. The elect saints in 
oil lands and climes to this -lay are call- 
**l the "Israel of lind." And in the 
world to come, one of the honors aw ait¬ 
ing the redeemed is to sit down with 
Abraham, Isaac and JunA in the king¬ 
dom of Heaven. 

Truly Hod's choice wh» wise*. He in¬ 
fallibly knew which better mi ited His pur- 
|K*ae, which would make the l**tter pro¬ 
genitor of the new nation he intended to 
found, and from which would How forth 
the ri -her ami greater blessing* to the 
other nations of the earth. 

Olswrve now how tbsl takes Jacob, 
whips the faults out of him and unfolds 
all that was good in him. By severe dis¬ 
cipline, by hitter experience, the evil 
that was in him is eradicated, ami the 
splendid iMTssihillities of his l/eing are 
developed. He ia driven from home a 
solitary wanderer Heviugto I'adan Aram 
to escape the murderous fury of Ids 
brother.
